Then there 
are certain crops like squash and 
pumpkins, that we can plant in 
the outside rows and we, can have 
staked tomatoes along the end ‘of 
any vegetable row and cucumbers 
along the fence. — 

Almost every one is inclined to 
plant far too deeply. With tiny 
geed such as that. of lettuce, car- 
rots, cosmos, zinnias, poppies, and 
alyssum, which are not much larg- 
er than the head of a pin or. 
shingle nail, it is not necessary te 
cover at all. We sow these in the 
finest soil and merely press in. 
Then, if possible, we keep the soil 
dampened until germination starts.
